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WOMEE'S FORUM ON NATIONAL SECURETY 
REMARKS BY ALLEN W. DULLES, DIRECTOR OF CEMIRAL IATELLIGERE 
FRIDAY, JANUARY 29, 1954 


Mrs. Schill, Mrs. Burdett, ani mesibers of the Women's Forum on Beiijcaul 
Security: 

i appreciate the opportunity to meet with you today. In coping hee 
= am breaking a self-imposed rule. As the Directer of Central Intelligeice 
i seek anonymity -- not publicity -- for myself and for the Centre: Inte lii- 
gence Agency. 

Every rule has its exception. The work of your Porun on Nat ions) 
Security bears so imtimately on many phases of ny own work that 7 am vez') 
glad to have this chance to discuss with you some of the dasgers t) ovr 
national security -- dangers which many do not sense because they are clivarly 
disguised. 

it ia the job of the Central Intelligence Agency to gerner towetre: 
the facts affecting our national secuxvity as best we can find ther ané “i121 
to lay them before the policymakere; the President of the United Sate: . 
the Secretary of State, the Secretary of Defense, and the other member: cf 
the National Security Council as they may be directly concerned. ‘hey 11: 
turn decide what to do about these facts. 

Among the "facts" which CIA has been uncovering is informatim es ‘i562 
techniques which subversive Communiam employs to weaken the free World. 

This will be the subject of what I have to say to you this afterném. These 


techniques fall geographically into tvo main categories -- the dow-atizt asi 
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the foreign -- those subversive communistic actions which we have te mee: 
right here at home and these that. chiefly affect our Allies and frisads i: 
the Free World. And as they affect them, they in turn have an impac + ar. cis 
Owa security position. 

The rele of the Central intelligence Agency in this field relaces 
exclusively te what is being doze abroad. Within the United Statea chis is: 
a responsibility ef the FsI. 

Here at home we are becoming increasingly avare of the dangere of 
subversive Commnism, It is no longer co@d@led and tolerated. We an 
fortunate to have in the Federal Bureau of Investigation Mr. J. Edga: Bornes: 
with his great experience and high technical skill. He has been shi te 
make a real contribution, particularly by exposing to the light of dev the 
various organizations and fronts under which Communists masquerade. 

You will recall that the Attorney General has mublished » list af 
over 200 organizations here in the United States with high sounding roms 
and titles which are nothing more than subversive Communist fronts. “ou 
Will @lgo recall that the President in his recent speech at the openi y¢ of 
the Congress suggested certain additional measures for Gealing with ti-e 
problem of subversion. 

While we still have ne right to be complacent about the dome et. ic 
situation, a far graver sitvation faces many of the countries of the Free 
Werld whe have yet to appreciate the real meaning of Communiam or to t.ake 
adequate measures against it in their own countries. AS a result. thia 
problem of Commmist subversion is an even more dangerous threat to f:-edes 
in many of the free countries of the world outside of the United State: 
than it is here at home, 
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There are cogent reasons for this. Many of the seuntries of th: Frze 
World suffered more grievously than we frem the two vorld vers which -e 
heave faced in the laet 30 years. Many were devastated by bombing attacks. 
Seme suffered enemy occupetions. Others in turn had their sqeial structure 
and their economic life weakened and imperiled. Take China, fer examwle. 
Im World Wer Ii Chine Gid mot have merely Tive years of wax. It was at war 
for about 10 years vefore the Armistice in 1945. That is one reason “my #¢ 
much of China is new behind the Iron or the Bemboo Curtain. 

Then also, particularly in Asia, mary countries are trying to eerci¢n 
their newly won independence under conditions which would tax the str=ngt: 
ef the most mature democracies. And in the process they have to resist tne 
luring appeale of the Communists with their seemingly easy and utopias. 
solutions for all secial and governmental problems. 

There is another reason why many of these countries of the Free 
World are more deeply affected than we. They are nesrer to the heart of 
the Communist subversive machine with its headquarters in Moscow and ‘vith 
‘tranch offices throughout the Communist world in such places ag Warse+, 
Prague, Bucharest, Feiping, in the Seviet zones of Berlin and Vienna, and 
en the frontiers of Indo-China and Burma. tiLand frontiers are sore easily 
eressed end infiltrated with Communist agents and propaganda than great 
stretches of ocean. 

Finally in meny of the free countries of the world, particularily is 
Europe and in parts of Asia, there are weil-orgsnized Comminist Parti:s. 
These parties take a very active part in the political life of the sounetry . 
They are recognized and privileged and yet are dedicated to installing a 
system in which political parties cease te exiat. A hard core of wei.- 


trained fanatical Communists direct the Party's activities. 
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I recognize that in these Communist Parties there are many peopl: 3!" 
would be shocked if they were told that the party to which they be: ong: ‘he 
run from Moscow and in the interest of a foreign creed. Nevertheli:ss “41.1 
is the Zact. 

These Communist Parties oppose every coustructive measure thet 41 
introduced, particularly laws which would build up the econamic am. political 
life of the country. They are working for chace out of whieh reve utiss 
may come. Io the French Parliement, over the past, geven or sight ears 
since the liberation, there have been en average of well over LOU ‘Omid: bom 
out of about 600 deputies. In Italy the proportionate mumber of C:mmmcitts 
and Tellow travelers ie even larger. 

Just for a moment think what would happen in our own Congres: if 
ned a hundred rembers whose task was obstruction, the emiless prolongity 3° 
debate, proposing of amendments to every possible measure, and ing-stise 24 
deys of discussion for all of these amendments. How much sonstrucsive ens 
would we then accomplish? Those who criticize the parliements of sther 
countries should reelize that as long eas they have this lerge Commmist 
representation it will be very difficult, if not imposeiple, for { ese 
vodies to meet the needs of representative goverment and t¢ carry om tri 
processes of governing. 

fhe practical situation is this: The Communists take advantage °* 
all of the privileges and rights which are a part of the system of fre: 
government in the Free World, and they abuse these privileges in order ti 
destroy freedom itself. 

hese are some of the reasons why the Communists abroed have weepert 
at their commend which ere more effective than those that they try to ti in 
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this country. Here in the United States measures have been take te eiprive 
them of their respectability and here, also, they are numericaliy tec +f at. 
to invade our legisiative bodies. 

In addition to their politicel parties the Communists have other «an 
even more subtle weapens. in some caseq they have built up a on riet tsi 
blinds -- camouflaged organizations; -- in others they have pene trated «00 
captured from within a whole series of existing organizations may er mich 
originally had a reputation for a teat i Through these jront. a) ;eolza- 
tions they carry out their well-known policy; subvert the weak - divad: tse 
strong. They hide their affiliation with Moscow while cerrying 9” ‘ne 
Communist line. 

Right at the beginning of the Soviet Revolution Lenin gev- thee are 
to approved Communist procedure. He said that "the Party must “ake sv'y 
advaritage of even the smallest opportunity of gaining 2 mast adiy ever 
through this ally be only temporary, vascillating, unstable, arm. wires). iabie.” 
An@ he added, "Those who do not understand this do not upilersta:d Macniam.” 

Over the years since 1920 Soviet technique has shown vast imprevraent, 
and they have developed mass media for propagating their ideas hies f1- 
exceed the modest beginnings that Lenin a@vocated. 

Here are some other of these Communist front organization»: 

The World Federation of Trade Unions, the World Federatio: of Ourscratic 
Youth, the International Union of Students, the International @rgani zit tien 
of Journalists, the International Federation of Resistance Fighters, 52 
International Association of Democratic Lawyers, the World Peat: Cevrsii,

others. These are some of the most important. 
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let us leok at some cf these organizaticus e- for exemple, the Wer..i 
federation of Trade Unions. 

ats headquarters are in the Soviet seeter cf Vienna. it has affice: 
in Peiping, in Latin Americe, and in Africe as well as in Wettern Eurore . 
It still controls the powerful COT in France and the CGIL in Italy as ve:.! 
ag meny other unions in eountries aa far distent as Indonesie, for ames. 

The two unions J mentioned in France and Italy are the largess tread 
uniens in these reayective countries, and they tend to dominete the Lifer 
of the workers in many plante in these countries. They are e formidable 
threat to the freedom and the development of the free trade tnion goverets 
in beth countries. 

The Communuiet World Federetion of Trade Unions claims e total merbe:: - 
abhip eof seme JO millien. One-helf of the membership, they ciaim, ilies 
outside the Iron Curtain dispersed through some 57 countries of the now. 
Communist world. In many countries they control the most important of th: 
trade unions, Of course bebind the “Curtain” there are vo free trade wreiirs 
whatever. 

Bow let us lock at the World Peace Council, another Cosmunist frem: 
with an appealing name. You will recall the so-called Stockholm ne 1ce 
appeal which was signed by more than 2 milifor Americans, This apreal et 
organized end froated by the Communist World Peace Council. 

Here ere some of the seemingly innocent objectives of the Wor ld Irate 
Council as stated at its last meeting in Vienna in December of 1956, i+ 
voted to acquaint: the churches throughout the world with ite stend on ¢in- 


armament emi to seek their ayoreval. It proposed to deveiop contac’ with 
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Sentiments in countries guch ag Eaeyvt. 

Kow thie 211 sounds inneeent enough, I deceives a Aarge necher 2; 
Ge0d citizens even in thie cour-ry, Yet it is nothing but a Communist chi » 
Spearhbeaéed fron Moscow, a part of a #ystem dedicated to Sines whic? ar: 
diametrically cnposed to the purposes they advertise. i faet the Yor): 
Peace Council is an instrument to pave the way for aggressive war ~~ 45 
Korea, Indo-China, and elsewhere , 

All of thege activities cant money. It ig estimated that the lagi: 
meeting of the World Peace Counct? in Vienna, elone, cost Spproximat aly fr 
bal? a million dollarn, Tt is quite interesting that the funde for che 
Suppert of thig Congress were dram from the "Soviet Military an 
Vienna, In fact, all of there front organizations ere finenced with funis 


willing to pey Gearly for them, 
international Commun tae part.ienlariy appreciates the importance . ¢ 
working with the youth, end for thia Purpose they have two important o: le Oe 
tions -- the fnternnéienal Union of Students ana the World Federation ¢ : 
Renccratic Youth, These include millions of menberg from 71 courtries 
=~ 7 -@. 
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they claim some 90 millions. They have frequent rallies, the most imper eat: 

of which took place in Berlin in August of 1951. It was s colosasi afft.i:, 

/ lebeled "A Youth Festival for feace.” Over a million Germar youth. were 
transported to Berlin at the expense of their Communist patrons. in edcilé ion 
25,000 foreign youths were brought to Berlin from all cornera of te Bri ic. 
Of course, the entire bill was footed by the Communist governments of £:.itarn 
Europe and the Seviet Union. The cost ran inte the millions of de llare 

Portunately the Berlin Rally had some unpleasant kickbacks for the: 
Communist side. Almost a million cf the Communist youths visited she Fruse 
Western Sector of Berlis. Prebably they went there to jeer but thoy stejed 
to wonder. Many of them wanted to stay permanently. They were ahown tis 
sights of the free city of Western Berlin. 

Gne of the mont isvressive sights they saw was the American tigt 

' Commissioner himself, Jehn J. McCloy. He invited representatives of thee 
youths to visit his office, sought and answered their questions cendiéis eat 
fully. Words of this extraordinary scene spread through the entir: Yerii: 
Festival and was an impressive contrast to Communist techniques of preve::t ing 
a free discussion anong the youths at their owm rally. 

Another front orgenization is the International Asseciation 1» 
Democratic Lawyers. Thia is one of the fev crganizations which hes ite 
headquarters outside the Tron Curtain ani bas found fellow traevele-s ip. 
England and Prance respectively to act as the President and Vice-Freside:t 
ef the organization. It has been used by the Cammnists to front. for tinir 
false charges of bacteriological warfare in the Korean War end helved #tiise 
the phoney investigation which was made of these now wholly discre tite¢ 
eharges. 
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Raturally the Soviet have not overlooked the vast inportam: of 
women's organizations in the field of propaganda. Here thay have orgati..3 
the Women's International Democratic Federation. Its charter is . brotii me. 
It pretends to stand for the eradication of Fascism; collaborati¢ . fo: 
peace; defense of the political, economic, legal, and social righ:s of Wisan; 
the safeguarding of public health with particular reference to childre:; ud 
the preservaticn of social comiitions suitable to the physical, mural, 121 
intellectual development. of the young. 

fn all its histery, however, this "front" has never deviate: in ey 
respect from the Communist line. At its meeting in Vienna in April of 3% 
it come out strongly against "American warmongers". its menothly wlletio. 
"Gomen of the World.” is largely devoted to the Communist peace ¢umpsiz?. 

it is estimated that it mist cost the Communists some © mil ion <1!) ere 
to run the Woren's International Federation for a single year and@ to #¢113 
its representation trem 40 different countries te these various iaterne::)isnal 
meetings. Contrast this expenditure with the fact that the Sovie: hes i106 
to this date contributed a penny to the United Nations Internstiesal Tiiliren‘s 
Kmergency Fund. 

EZ have described only a few of the score of organizations, whieh ire 
subtly working to spread the Communist doctrines. This will give you tia? 
idea of the methods which International Communiem is employing, tue Briss 
eoverage they ere giving to their propaganda, and the tremendous “inst ifl 
ang organizational effort they are expending to undermine the bagis ef 
our free society. 

Whet ZX have given you is by no means an exhaustive review ao? the ‘cals 
the Communists use to delude and deceive the non-Communist world: Hewer. 

- Ge 
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this may give you en idea of their methods. Each situation, ofter. eacn 
country, means for them the employment of a new technique or of a specifiy 
adapted form of deception. 

‘he facte I have given you should not be kept secret. 

Naturally the Commnists do all they can to conceal their eonnect ‘ons #152 
these front organizations. They should not be allowed to get awar witc bus 
hoax and deception any longer. Since they got little local or po: mler 
financial support, it is obvious that someone with an ample pockeboot «f 
governmental proportions must serve as the “angel” to keep them going. 

Why do they do all thie? It is not just propaganda for propagent::"s 
seke; it ie the Communist method of reaching out to comdition ané ther. 
eontrol those people who will not buy Communism in the raw. It aervee if 
@ measure to neutralize those they cannot quicicly make inte direct alice. 

We all want peace and the reduction of armaments, the extersiot: ‘1! 
benefits to the underprivileged, and an end to old-fasbioued coleaial isi: and 
the like. The Communists are playing the rather unique game of cany:1ij 
these priaciples everywhere in the sphere of their own control amd at. ite 
same time deluding people elsewhere into believing that thay, the Commriic-sts, 
are the real defenders of these principles in every country of the woriti 

These techniques I have described are used as the softening: proeiir 
te prepare for the day when the Communists hope to be ready for «he ‘"2lu--over”. 
Bot so long ego we saw it happen in Czechoslovakia. Mot a shot vas “inn 
but liberty was destroyed overnight. The softening process nad -reparts| 
the ground. Hach Commnist was in his appointed place, each peron 4 ed 
been neutrelized by propagands and deception kept quict. ‘There as o 
fight for freedon. 
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Today 1% ie not the open Communist, the e@mitted follower af Ha::: 
and Lenin, who is likely to.trip us up. It: is the neutracist. ibe salt. 
thinkers about agresinn reformers; those who merely decry the m-thotia. iui 
are blind to the aims, of international Communism. 

To prepare to meet this danger we are putting our house ix ortie: lere 
in the United States. We cannot decide the policy for those in sther 
ecuntries of the world. We can help to unmask the Communist darger. 
Vurthermore we can give one example of a free people whe ere frvstretcits 
the Communist programe while keeping our own freedoms. 

To carry out our task es fact finders and to keep ovr govesnment: 1alicy- 
makers advised of what the Cemmnists are doing outeide of the United ‘tates, 
we have gethered together in the Central Intelligence Agetey an able ste. 
On this staff representative women from all parts of the tnited jitates 6x: 
serving. I wish to pay my tribute te their effective vole in th: werk 2° 
the Central Intelligence Agency in this country and ebroad. 
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
